With him came Jpseph P 
Whyte, a real estate man, who was at once 
installed as temporary secretary, pending 
the appointment of a permanent secretary. 
. Fred Ziegenhein, the _ retiring secretary, 
turned over the keys of his Toate to Mr. 
Whyte and remained in the office during the 
morning.

Mrs. Hofmann has been employed in Mr. 
Wells’ office

Not more than a half dozen persons were 
in the mayor's outside office when he en- 
tered, and none of these ventured to dis- 
turb the executive while he read his mail. 
The first person, aside from newspaper 
men, to symone the mayor's desk was a 

, colored janitor, who finds time during the 

| day to shine the shoes of city officials. This 
detail of the mayor's toilet had been at- 
tended to, and there was nothing for the 
visitor to do. 

Ten minutes later came the mayor's first 
official act. This was to sign the commit- 
ment to the House of Refuge of Geo. Clark, 
a 7-year-old colored boy, whom the police 
had picked up at Sixth and Pine streets, 
and who said that he had run away from 
his home in Pacific, Mo., to come to St. 
Louis. Sergt. McGrew and Policeman Mas- 
sey brought the waif before the mayor and 
explain the usual procedure in such 
cases, on which the signature was prompt- 
ly affixed to the paper. 


Remained at His 

Office Thirty-Three Minutes. 

Before the mayor ieft his office at 9:55 
o'clock to attend the meeting of the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission, a few callers 
paid their respects. Among these were 
President Joseph L. Hornsby of the City 
Council, Treasurer Charles Scudder, Li- 
cense Commissioner Theodore Kalbfell, 
Chris Schawacker and ‘‘Cooney”’ Besch. 

The precedent of keeping the mayor's 
office open all day was set Wednesday, but

Wealthy Student Left Germany and 
His Younger Brother Will Find

When Wilheim von Bolcke, German uni- 
versity student from Cologne, arrives ‘n 
St. Louis this week or next, he will find 
himself a man much sought ‘after, as a/| 
guest, by every hotel in the city. The | 
reason, if he looks for it, he will find to 
lie in a check for $50 now in the possession 
of the police to be used in defraying his 
hotel bills. 

Besides being a German university stu- 
dent, Wilhelm von Bolcke is the eldest son 
and heir of Wilhelm von Bolcke, Sr., a 
wealthy iron manufacturer of Cologne. 


The young man disapptared from univer- 
sity, home and fatheriand fuur months ago. 
A search of Europe failed to reveal his 
whereabouts. His parents were puzzled 
and greatly worried. 
One duy word was received that he had 
been seen in New York. Wilhelm von 
Bolcke, Sr., commanded his son, Heros von 
tolcke, to start immediately for America 
and not give up searching until he had 
found the elder brother and heir to his 
father’s fortune. 
Heros. who is a dutiful son and a unl- 
versity student as well, obeyed his father'= 
instructions, 
Nearly three weeks ago the chase led him 
to St. Louis. where he learned that the 
missing brother was to be either this week 
or next. He informed the police of the 
purpose of his visit and left. the $50 check 
upon which the hotels have their eyes fixed 
so steadfastly. Then he engaged quarters 
for himself in a private residence, near 
Fifteenth and Olive streets. and has since 
spent his days and nights. sitting in the 
hotel lobbies. scanning every face for the 
sight of one that, he says, looks like. his 
own, except the presence of a proper little 
German student mustache. 
Heros von Bolcke sat in the lobby of the 
Planters’ Hotel Tuesday efternoon.

TOOK HER FATHER’S MONEY 


ONLY THOUGHT WAS TO BE A 
BATTLEFIELD ANGEL. 


She Was Detained by the Police and 
Returned to Her Home at Sum- 
ner, Ill., With Her Father 
Wednesday. 


Florence Nightingale and her fame as a 

nurgs amid the blood and flame of the 
Crimean War fired the vivid imagination 
of Fern Saxton, a 13-year-old girl, to leave 
her childhood home at Sumner, IIl., and 
steal away to St. Louis, where she fondly 
hoped she might learn to become another 
angel of the battlefield. 
Long ago, when she was a very little 
girl, an elder sister who has since gone 
alone out into the world as a trained nurse 
read to her baby sister the heroic sacrifices 
of the great-hearted English ‘woman. The 
story was not forgotten. When Fern grew 
old enough to read the story for her own 
recreation the dream of her youth took 
stronger hold, and her image-making 
soared beyond the modest limits of her 
home town. 

In the ardor of her long resolve she forgot 
her Sunday schoo! lessons and Tuesday 
afternoon took $20 from the pocketbook of 
her father, W. H. Saxton, maanger of the 
Sumner Woolen Mills, and fled to the little 
depot, where she took the train for St. 
Louis, full of her mission as she told 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning in the 
detention room of Police Matron Kintzing 
at the Four Courts. 

Fern is large for her age. Her intelligence 
would shame many a city girl of the same 
age and blessed with better advantages. 
She talks in an old-fashioned way. When 
Her great troubled brown eves reflect the 
splendor of the heart-committed story of 
her heroine one feels that there is some- 
thing like destiny in this little girl's soul. 

‘‘T realize now that I do not know enough 
yet to be a trained nurse,’ she said. “1 
know [ have done wrong in taking father's 
money, but | was so excited and so happy 
when I thought of going away that I only 
sew myself helping poor wounded solders 
bleeding on the ground and the cannon 
booming. I am going back home and be- 
have myself and study until I am 17 or 18 
years old, and then I will ask father to let 
me be a nurse. I am strong and I like to 
learn everything I can. Il yas know that 
I wtil make a good and kind nurse. I have 
never been in a city before, but I am sure 
that I would have gotten along all right. 
I am ashamed to meet father because 1 
took his money.”

In an elaborate opinion, from which Judge 
Thayer dissented, Judges Caldwell and San- 
born of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals Wednesday morning reversed the 

' finding of the United States Circuit Court

ART TREASURES ON VIEW. 


Weber Exhibition Is a Treat for Pic- 
ture Lovers. 

Art lovers and art collectors in St. Louis
